End the Strike 


HE President said in his wire to the 
miners that what is involved in the 
spreading strike is the war itself, the tanks 
and the planes and the guns without which 
victory cannot be won. é 


This strike was provoked. The miners 
are justified in demanding more money in 
the face of price rises especially high in 
the mine areas. These demands can be 
gained by orderly procedure, They had, and 
have, the support of the labor movement. 
They were, and are, viewed sympathetically 
by forces within the administration. 

But neither the operators nor John L. 
Lewis would have the dispute settled in the 
manner required by the war war emergency. 
The operators are attempting to use the 
war situation to deny the miners’ just de- 
mands and to weaken the union. 

John L. Lewis deliberately prevents a 
peaceful settlement. His purpose is to ex- 
ploit the situation in order to obstruct the 
war effort, split the miners from the Presi- 
dent, and build his own power. For this he 
has seriously compromised and endangered 
the miners’ cause. 

The labor movement has an important 
part to play in bringing this disastrous strike 
to an end. It should appeal to the miners 
over the head of Lewis through radio, press, 
wires and delegations, urging that they heed 
the President’s call and go back to work 
and pledging full support to their demands. 
Local unions in the mine territory should 
use every means available to get the miners 
to refuse to stop vital war production. 

Labor must, at the same time, urge the 
Administration to take over and operate the 
mines on the basis of the proposal of an 
annual guaranteed wage advanced by Labor 
Secretary Perkins. 

Labor, more than any other section of 
the population, cannot permit anything to 
stand in the way of winning this war for 


national existence. 


Not Surprising 


WEREN’T surprised to learn that 
Social-Democratic Councilman Louis P. 
Goldberg had joined Willie Hearst and the 
World-Telegram in attacking Mayor La- 
Guardia’s participation in the Yankee Sta- 
dium rally Sunday. 

This is the same Goldberg who, in his 
psychopathic hatred of our Soviet ally, 
apologized the other day for the Japanese 
execution of our fliers. 

He and his Social-Democratic colleagues 
have worked unceasingly to digrupt unity 
among the United Nations, seizing upon 
every subterfuge to accomplish their pur- 
pose.
